LAMONT QUITS 
CUMMERGE POST. 
AUTO MAN NAMED 


Roy Chapin, Chairman of 
Hudson Motor Car Co., Is 
Appointed to Place in the 
Cabinet. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—Presi- 
dent Hoover today received and ac- 
cepted the resignation of Secretary 
Lamont of the Commerce Depart- 
ment and immediately appointed 
Roy Chapin of Detroit, chairman 
of the Hudson Motor Car Co., as 
his successor. 

In a statement issued at the 
White House the President said 
Lamont “has found it necessary to 
resign in order to re-enter private 
business.“ 

The President praised Lamont 
and stated that because of his abil- 
ities he had “commanded the re- 
spect and confidence of the entire 
country.“ 

Chapin conferred with President 
Hoover this morning, but gave no 
hint that he would succeed Lamont 
when he talked to néwspapermen 
in the White House lobby later. 

Chapin became president of the 
Hudson Motor Car Co. in 1910 and 
held that office until 1923, when 
he became chairman of the board. 
He is a past president of the Na- 
tional Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce, 

In announcing Lamont's resigna- 
tion, the President said: 

“Mr. Lamont has remained in his 
position at great sacrifice for sev- 
eral months at my request. I re- 
gret extremely his loss from the 
Cabinet as his abilities and service 
have commanded the respect and 
confidence of the entire country.” 

Chapin said after a conference 
with President Hoaver he had ex- 
pressed the belief that the change 
in public psychology that everybody 
has been praying for his taken 
place.“ 

Chapin's conference with the 
President lasted more than an hour. 

Contending there was plenty of 
buying power, merely retarded by 
fear, Chapin said there was a gen- 
eral belief throughout industry that 
what the administration has been 
doing to alleviate the economic 
situation is going to be helpful 
both in stimulating business and 
giving employment.”

Testifies British Flyer Had 
Contemplated Suicide So 


She and Fiance Might 
Get Insurance. 
TELLS OF QUARREL 


OVER AFFECTIONS 


Also Says She and Clarke 
Talked of Ending Lives 
—and Believes He Killed 
Himself. 


Dy the Associated Press. 
MIAMI, Fla., Aug. 3.— Mrs. J. 


M. Keith-Miller, Australian flyer 
and former aviation partner of 
Capt. W. N. Lancaster, testified at 
the former British Army aviator’s 
murder trial today that Lancaster 
had contemplated suicide in order 
that she and Haden Clarke, her 
fiance, might redeive $1000 from 


his insurance policy on their wed- 
ding day. 

Called as a witness for the 
prosecution in its efforts to prove 
Capt. Lancaster killed Clarke, a 
young American writer, the aviatrix 
said the men quarreled over her 
affections at dinner the night be- 
fore Clarke was shot at her home. 
They settled their differences, how- 
ever, she said, after Clarke admit- 
ted Lancaster’s accusation that he 
had been unfaithful to the friend- 
ship of the former army flyer in 
making love to her. 

Her voice broke as she spoke of 
locking the door of her room on 
retiring that night. 

“Why did you lock the door?” 
State Attorney N. Vernon Haw- 
thorne asked. 

Because Haden told me he did 
not want that—Lancaster to come 
to my room and talk me out of 
our marriage plans,“ she responded. 

Insurance Company Failed. 

Mrs. Keith-Miller said Lancaster 
hurried home from a business trip 
to St. Louis after learning she and 
Clarke had become betrothed, as 
the youth wrote her memoirs 
which she hoped to sell. 

Mrs. Miller, were you engaged 
to Capt. Lancaster?” Hawthorne 
asked. 

“You can’t be engaged to a per- 
son who is married,” she replied, 
spiritedly. “I always intended to 
marry him—for almost five years.” 

“Were you infatuated with Ha- 
den when Lancaster Jeft here on 
March 62“ Hawthorne inquired. 

“No. I changed my mind later. 
I advised Bill (Lancaster) by let- 
ter sent to St. Louis, and so did 
Haden. We read,each others’ let- 
ters before they/were mailed. 

She said Lancaster was sad on 
his return from St. Louis because 
of her engagement to Clarke, and 
told her he planned to kill himself 
in an airplane so she would benefit 
from his insurance. Later, he 
learned tne insurance company 
had failed and he abandoned the 
plan, she added. 

As she testified, Mrs. Keith-Mil- 
ler frequently glanced at Lancas- 
ter and smiled, and he responded 
in kind. 

Taking the stand again after the 
luncheon recess, Mrs. Miller testi- 


suicide. 

She expressed the belief the 
youth killed himself in a room he 
and Capt. Lancaster shared at her 
home the morning of April 21. 

“Mrs. Miller, do you know who 
killed Haden Clarke?” Hawthorne 
asked. “I am convinced he killed 
himself,” she replied. 

“But you do know who killed 
him,” Hawthorne insisted. * 
don’t see how any one could know 
for sure,” was the reply. 

She declared Clarke had often 
talked of suicide in the presence of 
herself and others. 

“He did this particularly when 
he was in a violent rage or in the 
dumps,” she continued. . 

The aviatrix testified Lancaster 
waked her about 2 o’clock the 
morning of April 21 and informed 
her Clarke had been shot. She 
denied having heard a shot and 
said Lancaster made no attémpt 
to offer an explanation. 

Talked of Joint Suicide. 

Later, Mrs. Keith-Miller testi- 
fied she and Clarke had talked of 
committing suicide together “be- 


cause of our position as far as 


Bill (Lancaster) was concerned.” 

“Did Clarke discuss suicide the 
night before he was shot?“ Haw- 
thorne asked. No.“ 

Mrs. Keith-Miller testified she 
came to this country with Lancas- 
ter. 

“And you have been his flying 
companion and his companion in 
other ways since then?“ Hawthorne 
asked. Tes.“ 

„In trying to save Capt. Lan- 
caster and to impress the public 
did you not sey you would issue 
a statement to newspapers that 
you had killed Haden Clarke, if

Body Dug Up at Village 
Near Ludington, Mich. 
Part of Her Clothing Is

LUDINGTON, Mich., Aug. 3.— 
The body of 17-year-old Evelyn 
Sanford, who disappeared last Sat- 
urday, was found buried in the 
basement of a vacant house in the 
rear of the home of Francis Nash 
in Free Soil today. Nash was 


The body was found by Corp. 
Colburn Munger of the State Police 
and Harold Pfeiffer, 20, Manistee, 
one of the numerous volunteers 
who have been aiding in the searcR 
for the girl. 

A spade at the bottom of outside 
steps leading to the basement led 
directly to the discovery. The 
girl's body had been buried in 
about 18 inches of sand. Part of 
her clothing had been torn off. 

Coroner Rupert Stevens of Ma- 
son County reported that the girl 
apparently had been assaulted and 
strangled. 

The grave was about six feet deep 
and barely wide enough to receive 
the body. A gunny sack had been 
placed over the girl’s head and a 
cord was tied around her face and 
mouth, as if it had been used to 
hold a gag in place. The belt from 
her coat was around the neck. The 
body was buried head first and 
covered with à few inches of sand. 

Nash was arrested because of 
scratches on his face and because, 
State police said, he seemed to 
take little interest in the girl's 
disappearance and the search for 
her. He told officers during ques- 
tioning last night that his face 
was scratched by flying chips as he 
was chopping wood and later said 
it was rubbed by branches of a 
tree. Today one of his alibi wit- 
nesses, police said, broke down and 
admitted he had told a story dic- 
tated by Nash. The suspect, who

Not only lawns and seasonal 
flowérs, but even trecs were saved 
from imminent danger by the long - 
delayed rains ot the last few days. 
Shaw’s Garden experts said today. 

Ten days ago there was no 
theoretical justification for a tree 
to live in St. Louis. Test borings 
showed no moisture to a depth 
of 12% feet. Not since spring had 
there been moisture more than a 
few inches below the soil surface. 

Leaves were falling as in au- 
tumn.. The garden used thou- 


spider, a tree destructive pest that 
thrives in dry weather, and was 
attempting to save valuable trees 
by artificial watering—a process 
that required, to reach the roots of 
a large maple, for example, seven 
days and nights of uninterrupted 
sprinkling and 5200 gallons of 
water. Bluegrass and bent grass 
were withering, despite nightly 
watering of the bent grass. Noth- 
ing thrived except tropical plants, 
lillies and foliage plants, verbenas 
and the old St. Louis stand-by, pe- 
tunias. 

A horse chestnut tree on the 
knoll south of the main entrance 
is showing full bloom in branches 
on the south side which were com- 
pletely defoliated. Redbud trees, 


which had lost all their leaves, 
have begun néw growth, as in 


The recent rains that brought 
July rainfall up to 2.32 imches 
above normal, eliminated the old 
problems, but created some new 
ones. Test borings today showed 
plenty of moisture at 4% feet. 
Trees, flowers, shrubbery and 
lawns were ‘fefreshed, but crab 
grass, the unsightly, broadbladed 
growth that contributes hugely to 
local gardener’s grief, seemed to 
derive more stimulus than the de- 


sands of gallons of spray for red stred grasses, and can be kept 


down only at the price of eternal— 
or at least summer-long—vigilance. 

And, warned Supt. Pring, prepa- 
rations are in order now for the 
next dry period. Newly planted 
landscape work suffered in the ex- 
treme dry and hot June and 
July, and requires cultivation’ as 
soon as the ground is in condition, 
to form a dust mulch to retain the 
moisture. 

This, and all the other problems 
caused by the drouth and the suc- 
ceeding rains, are to be analyzed by 
experts in each line at Friday eve- 
ning’s meeting of the Horticultural 
Society at Washington University 
Medical School auditorium, Scott 
and Euclid avenues. Interested non- 
members may attend.

Jesus, rarely depicted in modern 
s tting and probably never before 
in modern dress, is seen in the stern 
of a fisherman's boat, his hands 
held aloft, his clothes consisting of 
a woolen shirt and trousers se- 
cured by a belt. His face, a pris- 
matic composite of Chatham villag- 
ers, is that of a young man of 
about 35. 

Deacons Rowing Boat. 

In the boat behind the figure of 
Christ are two deacons of the Chat- 
ham Congregational, Church, fish- 
ermen of the village. Each manip- 
ulates an oar. To the left, in rapt 
attention, stands Deacon L. Sidney 
Atwood, Chatham's grocer. Next 
to him is Augustus Bierce, insur- 
ance agent, and in front of Bierce, 
Mrs. Emma Howes, restaurant pro- 
prietor. On the same panel are 
the town’s electrician, an auto 
dealer, a landscape gardener, a 
carpenter and builder, and wives 
and children of others. High in 
the corner is shown a lighthouse. 

The panel to the right has a row 
of widows who belong to the 
church, and behind them the young 
women and young men of the con- 
gregation. In all there are 27 
townspeople shown—a representa- 
tive of each family in the village. 

Painting Only a Year. 

The painting is in modern, hold 
style suggestive of Van Gogh. How 
it will be received by persons other 
than the congregation of the old 
Congregational] Church is a matter 
of speculation. A picture showing 
Christ in modern London, but in 
traditional garb, was turned down 
by the Hanging Committee of the 
Royal Academy last year, and fi- 
nally sold to an American. Mark 
Symons was the artist. 

Miss Stallknecht is the wife of 
Dr. Karl Van Buren Wight, retired 
professor of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, and mother of Frederick 
Wight, artist.

On returns from 35 of 38 pre- 
cincts in the county, Clark received 
more: votes than Henry W. Kiel, 
the Fading Republican candidate, 
although St. Charles County is nor- 
mally a Republican stronghold.

The Democratic candidate's plat- 
form: for repeal and immediate 
modification of the eighteenth 
amendment, and the fact that St. 
Chartes County is in the old Ninth 
District, which the candidate's 
father, the late Champ Clark, rep- 
resented in Congress, were factors 
in Clark’s popularity at the polls. 

‘In the race for nomination for 
Governor the three Republican 
candidates were separated by but 
a few votes. On returns from 35 
precincts the results were as fol- 
lows: Becker, 984; Koehler, 944; 
Winter, 943. On the Democratic 
side Russell Lee Dearmont re- 
ceived 1194 votes and Francis M. 
Wilson 1062, with three precincts 
to be heard ffom. 

James J. Barrett Ahead. 

In the Republican nomination 
for Lieutenant-Governor, James J. 
Barrett, with 906, had a comfor- 
table lead over David P. Janes. 
598, in 32 precincts. For the 
Democratic nomination for Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Grank G. Harris 
led with 720 votes, and * Floyd 
Sperry was next with 538. 

For Secretary of State, L D. 
Thompson was the leading Repub- 
lican candidate with 1593. William 
T. Findley received 1137 votes. On 
the Democratic ticket James . 
O’Brien led a field of five with 
816, the runner-up being D. H. 
Brown, 460.

George E. Hackmann, 1750; H. A. 
Perriguey, 578; Larry Brunk, 395.

Prosecuting At- 
torney Theodore C. Bruere Jr. won 
the nomination over his only op- 
ponent, Osmund Haenssler, by a 
vote of 2048 to 1327, with four of 
the 38 county precincts unre- 
ported. 

George V. Dierker, appointed 
County Assessor last fall to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of 
John L. Lewis, was nominated 
over E. J. Kamphoefner, 2031 to 
1365. 

County Surveyor Alfred Riske 
was renominated, polling 1542 
votes, against 994 for W. G. Van- 
cleve, a former County Surveyor, 
and 825 for Fred Jacoby. 

Public Administrator W. J. P. 
Hafer was unopposed for nomina- 
tion to succeed himself, polling 
3428 ballots in 34 precincts. 

In the race for Sheriff, Lester 
Plackmeyer, a deputy under Sher- 
iff Grothe, won over four oppo- 
nents, polling 1213 votes. His 
nearest opponent was James Mor- 
ton with 842. H. H. Heusler, Con- 
stable of St. Charles Township, a 
candidate for Sheriff, received 303 
votes.

Walter F. Trump won the Re- 
publican nomination for State Rep- 
resenative with 1285. Erwin Runge

“EASY MANNER” . 
OF HANDLING TRUST 


Declares Important Transac- 
tion Was Decided by Few 
Directors in Casual Con- 
versation.

WASHINGTON, Aug. %3.—Al- 


though condemning the manner in 
which it said stock was obtained, 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today discontinued its investi- 


gation into purchases of ee 
the Gulf, Mobile & Northern Rai 
road by the St. Louis-San Francis- 


co Railway and of stock of the St. 


Louis-San Francisco by the Chica- 
go, Rock Island & Pacific. 

The inquiry was instituted by 
the commission when the annual 
reports of the carriers last year 
showed the stock ownership. The 
Frisco purchased 25,000 shares of 
common stock of the Gulf, Mobile 
& Northern through Speyer & Co. 
of New York. That firm acted on 
a verbal order from Edward N. 
Brown, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Frisco. 

The commission did not give a 
formal decision in the case; merely 
contenting itself with brief .discus- 
sion devoted almost entirely to the 
Gulf, Mobile & Northern transat- 
tion. 

“This proceeding,” the commis- 
sion said, “shows the easy manner 
in which the boards of directors of 
these railroads bore their respon- 
sibilities as such. Questions of large 
financial importance to the prop- 
erties and to the stockholders to 
whom they stood in a fiduciary re- 
lation were decided by a few mem- 
bers in casual conversations; large 
sums were expended or obligated. 
on projects which as a board they 
had not considered ‘and which, on 
the transactions being feported to 
them later, they readily ratified.” 

The Rock Island purchase of 
Frisco stock totaled 25,000 shares. 
It was made on written orders. 

Brown, besides being chairman 
of the board of the Frisco, also was 
chairman of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Rock Island. 


FREES OF LYNCHING, 6 MEN 
ACCUSED OF BREAKING INTO JAIL 


Acquitted of Marder When They 
Testify Negro Jumped From 
Boat and Was Drowned. 

By the Associated Press, 

IRONTON, O., Aug. 3. — Six 
white men acquitted of murdering 
Luke Murray, an Atlanta, Ga., 
Negro, faced new charges in the 
same case today. 

The new charges accused the 
whites of breaking into the jail at 
South Point, O., for the purpose of 
abducting Murray, shortly before 
his death. 

During the murder trial recent- 
ly, counsel for the accused men ad- 
mitted they broke into the jail by 
battering down the door, and that 
they removed the Negro, but de- 
nied killing him. They said he 
jumped into the Ohio River while 
they were taking him across in a 
rowboat. 

State witnesses testified Mur- 
ray’s body, recovered later, bore 
marks of a beating.

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HUEY LONG ASSAILS COALITION 
VOTING OF SENATE DEMOCRATS

WYNNE, Ark., Aug. 3. — The 
Federal Farm Board and the 
Hoover moratorium were made is- 
sues in Hattie Caraway’s campaign 
for renomination to the United 
States Senate yesterday, as Mrs. 
Caraway and Senator Huey P. 
Long continued their State-wide 
tour. 


At the cross roads and on court- 
house lawns the yunior Arkansas 
and Louisiana Senators joined in 
hurling criticism without distinc- 
tion at Senate Republicans and 
Democrats, who, they said, “got 
taken in with Mr. Hoover’s pink 
relief pills.“ 

Mrs. Caraway brought the Farm 
Board into the discussion when she 
said that some of President Hoov- 
er's appointees to the board de- 
scribed themselves as “dirt farm- 
ers,“ but were chiefly distinguished 
by the “high polish of their mani- 
cures.“ 

Senator Long shouted his denun- 
ciation of the national administra- 
tion and the coalition voting of the 
two parties. However, he refrained 
from a direct attack on Senator 
Joe T. Robinson of Arkansas, the 
Democratic leader, asserting “our 
differences will be settled on the 
Senate floor.” : 

“We hear a lot about taking Mrs. 
Caraway out of the Senate be- 
cause a woman has no business 
there,“ Long said. “Well, she has 
more sense than a pot of these so- 
called national leaders, and she 
proved it when she was the only 
one of us from this neck of the 
woods that didn’t get taken in by 
the Hoover palaver about a mora- 
torium last year.“ .

AGE OF OLDEWAY SKELETON 
CHALLENGED BY SCIENTISTS 


Critics at London Declare 
Early Dating Must Be Con- 
sidered Disproved.

LONDON, Aug. 3.—New doubts 
about the antiquity of the now fa- 
mous Oldeway skeleton of Tan- 
ganyika, Africa, which was found 
in rocks dating back about a mil- 
lion years, has been raised at an 
international congress of scient- 
ists now in session here. : 

An unidentified paper was read 
before the congress of prehistoric 
and photo-historic science inves- 
tigators regarding recent discov- 
eries in the Lake Victoria region 
of Africa. 

One scientist rose to declare that 
some of the mineral 1 
found in the ribs of the Oldeway 
man had been analyzed in Ger- 
many. The analysis, he said, dis- 
closed that this material was of 
late insertion the pre-historic 
soil in which the 3 9 was 
found almost 20 ago. 

Other members of the congress

Three 
‘employes of Dr. Sayman were 
unanimous in their testimony that 
Dr. Sayman told them to clean the 
rubbish out of the alley and throw 
fit on the property of Safron’s com- 
pany, where it belonged anyway. 
Safron and two employes were just 
as certain that no knew where 
it came from—perhaps from junk 
wagons driven, in the alley. 
Both sides 
sent for Safron to 
at what was done and to tell him 
to “keep the alley clear.” 
Accounts in 
Accounts beyond that were in sad 
disagreement. Sayman’s employes 
agreed with him that Safron dashed 
back into his building and emerged 
with a club—two, maybe three feet 
long—and threatened the soap man. 
Safron and his witnesses said 
Safron mdst certainly did not get a 
club, but that Dr. Sayman whipped 
a revolver out of a shoulder hol- 
ster and cried, “Halt!” 
When Dr. Sayman was on the 
stand, Judge Foster elicited the in- 
formation that he had hada per- 
mit, as a Deputy Game and Fish 
Commissioner, to carry a revolver, 
but that the permit expired June 2. 
“Do you think that entitles you 
to carry a concealed weapon?” 
Judge Foster asked. 

Safron Offers Peace. 
Whereupon Dr. Sayman cried: 
It's not concealed!” and drew back 
his coat to show that it was in 
plain view in a shoulder holster 
even at that moment. 

Safron offered peace, saying He 
was willing to dismiss his charge 
against Dr. Sayman, that there was 
just a misunderstanding. 

“There wasn't any misunderstand- 
ing,” Dr. Sayman said. “He just 
got hot-headed. How would you 
like to see a young man like him 
jumping on a 78-year-old man like 
me without provocation?“ 

“T don’t believe he would with- 
out provocation,” the Judge an- 
swered. 
be fighting in an alley.” 

Notified of Safron’s Discharge. 
He went ahead to try to persuade 
the elderly man to come to some 
agreement with Safron. “I don’t 
want to come to any agreement,”

Within only three days, nearly 
200,000 spectators have paid to see 
the assorted thrills of this inter- 
national sports carnival. Of these 
155,000 have witnessed the track 
and fitld events in the Olympic 
stadium. An additional 105,000 
looked at the formial opening cere- 
monies. 

Four years ago it took eight days 


at Amsterdam to attract 130,000 
customers into the main stadium. 

11 Records in 15 Events. 

With only three of the eight days 
of trdck and field competition so 
far - completed—today being the 
fourth—new Olympic records have 
been set in 11 of 15 events, four of 
which have not been completed. 
In the full eight days of activity 
in 1928, exactly a dozen Olympic 
records were broken. : 

Before C€alifornids astonishing 
Olympic show is completed it will 
not be surprising to see the, aggre- 
gate paid attendance pass 500,000 
and the present track and field 
record output at least doubled. 

It’s one of those things you hesi- 
tate to believe unless vou see it. 
World and Olympic records have 
been kicked around in the stadium 
for three days with such complete 
abandon that it’s “news” when 
some one fails to beat the best on 
the books. It may be the track, 
the climate, the competition, or a 
combination of all three. Mean- 
whfle the Eastern old guard“ of 
America, long famous for its skep- 
ticism of “Pacific Coast standard 
time,” has run to cover. 

Hampson Sets New Record. 
Americans no doubt would have 
liked to have had big Ben East- 
man in his best event, the 800 
meters, when the Olympic finalists 


toed the mark for yesterday's 
dramatic final. It is doubtful, 
however, whether the Stanford 


star at his peak could have beaten 
long Tom Hampson, the British 
school teachér, who roared down 
the stretch to a new world record 
of 1:49.86 and a two-foot victory 
over gallant Alex Wilson of Canada 
and Notre Dame.

That pari-mutuel betting is all 
right if conducted before sun- 
down, and all wrong if promoted 
after the sun has set. 
Whether the sun rays purify 
by day the deed that becomes 
unclean by night, the court say- 
eth not. But there is its verdict 


was handed down in a case 
brought to test the constitution- 
ality of Illinois’ horse racing 
law. 

The net result af the decision 
is that horse racing, which is 
conducted by daylight, can oper- 
ate mutuels within the law: 
whereas, dog races, which get 
the best results by electric light, 
violate the statute against gam- 
bling. 

This may be law, but on its 
face it is not sense. In fact, it 
smacks very much of a plain in- 
tention to discriminate—which in 
itself is frequently construed as 
against the law. 

We have no interest in dog 
racing. We even believe that its 
prometion is actuated 100 per 
cent by. hope of profit and not at 
all by sport. Many consider that 
it is detrimental to a com- 
munity. ae

CHICAGO, Aug. 3.—Baseball's 


most famous nomad, Rogers 


Hornsby, was on his way again to- 
day—deposed as manager of the 
Chicago Cubs. 

The announcement of meee 
dismissal came last night, with a 
suddenness so startling as to leave 
the baseball world agog—as much 
agog as when John McGraw, with- 
out warning, quit as manager of 
the New York Giants last June. 

In making his announcement, 
William L. Veeck, resident of the 
club, said, without elaboration: 

“Jt was to the best interests of 
the club that Hornsby retire at this 
time.” 

Not only is the Rajah, probably 
the stormiest figure in modern Na- 
tional League history, all done as 
manager of the club—the third to 
be placed in his charge—but he is 
no longer a member of the club, 
having also been released as a 
player. 

Hornsby, manager of the Cubs 
since the last four days of the 
1930 season, when he replaced Joe 
McCarthy, will be succeeded by 
Charlie Grimm, first baseman for 
the club since 1925. He also has 
been team captain. 

Salary Will Be Paid. 

Hornsby’s only comment before 
leaving the club at Philadelphia for 
his home at Robertson, Mo., was 
that Veeck had wanted to make the 
move and “it’s perfectly all right 
with me.” His salary, said to be 
$40,000 annually,. will be paid to 
the end of his contract, which ex- 
pires Dec, 31, 4932. 

Almost from the time when he 
broke in with the St. Louis Car- 
dinals in 1915, Hornsby's major 
league career was a succession of 
sensational incidents from start to 
finish. His bow in major league 
baseball was inauspicious, but in 
1920, he started on a six-year bat- 
ting rampage that notched him as 
one of the game's greatest right- 
handed batsmen. 

Three times during the period he 
compiled averages of better than 
.406, and in 1924, he set a standard 
in hitting, .424, that has not been 


equaled. He became manager of 


the Cardinals for the 1926 season, 
and playing at second base, led the 
club to its first National League 
title. The world series with the 
New York Yankees was one of the 
most thrilling. Hornsby’s club 
won, four victories to three. 
Traded After World Series. 

The baseball world was dum- 
founded, when, during the winter 
after the Cardinals’ triumph, 
Hornsby was traded to the New 
York Giants for Frankie Frisch 
and Pitcher Jimmy Ring. It was 
hinted that the Rajah would be- 
come the successor to McGraw as 
manager of the Giants. He was 
with the club just a year before 
baseball received another jolt, via 
Hornsby. 

He was traded to the Boston 
Braves, and a few weeks after the 
start of the 1928 campaign opered, 
another mild sensation was created 
when he replaced Jack Slattery as 
pilot of the club. 

Another peak in his career was 
reached in the autumn of 1928 
when he came to the Cubs in 

baseball’s biggest deal. The late 
William Wrigley Jr., determined 
to have a championship club, paid 


- out $125,000 and five players, Fred- 


die Maguire, Percy Lee Jones, Har- 
ry Siebold, Bruce Cunningham and 
Leggett, for Hornsby's services. 

Then, just before the final series 
of the 1980 season, Wrigley disap- 
pointed at the Cubs’ failure to win 
the title, dismissed Joe McCarthy, 
and appointed Hornsby to the task 
of leading the Cubs.

OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 3.—Bi- 
lateral agreements between the 
Dominions and preference rates for 
emprie wheat in Great Britain 
were set up today as two of the 
most important possible results of 
the Imperial Trade Conference.

Former Member of Italian For- 
eign Office Says Judges 
Apparently Are Lenient.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 3. 
—The French were accused last 
night by Dr. Pasquale Villari, a 
former member of the Italian For- 
eign Office, of complicity with anti- 
fascists in conspiracies against the 
Mussolini regime which he said 
had cost 15 lives in recent years. 

Addressing the Institute of Poli- 
tics on “Italy and the world 
Crisis,” he said that several plots 
had been hatched on French terri- 
tory for the “murder of Signor 
Mussolini.“ 

These offenses have almost in- 
variably been punished with great 
leniency, if at all,” he charged, 
“thereby producing the impression 
that French Judges and juries re- 
gard th with certain sympathy.” 

Italy,“ he said, “asks that Ital- 
jan communists and ‘revolutionaries 
in France should not be given any 
appearance of having official or 
semiofficial encouragement.” 

France and Great Britain were 
blamed for encouraging dissension 
between Italy and Jugo-Slavia” by 
the shipment of arms, military 
planes, and submarines and in or- 


ganizing the Jugo-Slavian army. 
“The mere presence of subma- 
rines on the Dalmatian coast.“ he 
said, “can only argue aggressive in- 
tentions.“ 

Jugo-Slavia’s unfriendly atti- 
tude” toward Italy was inspired in 
part, Le said, by the former coun- 
try’s vast territorial ambitions, ex-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 3.—While

Copies of 
the speech will be delivered to the 
press probably by the end of this 
week or early next week. 

One part of the notification 
ceremonies will be a garden party 
on the south lawn of the executive 
mansion on the afternoon of Aug. 
11. A buffet luncheon in honor of 
the official notification committee 
will be served, while the Marine 
Band furnishes music.

Bottles of Acid: Thrown at 


in Marienburg — Nazi 
Meeting Fired On.

BERLIN, Aug. 3.—Rioting, with 


guns, knives and ciubs for wea- 
pons, continues in Germany. Three 
men were killed and several se- 
verely injured yesterday. 

Social ‘Democratic party  func- 
tionaries were fired on. today 
through windows at Norgau, near 
Koenigsberg, and at — near 
Tilsit. 

Communist bands poured volleys 
of gunfire into local Nazi congre- 
gating points in Zwenkau and Kai- 
gersiautern. At Hofgeismar the 
police seized an armored Nazi lorry 
and at Katscher a big Nazi arms 
dump was discovered. Isalated as- 
saults were reported at Breslau, 


Memmingen and at Solingen. 

At Koenigsberg, Communists re- 
taliated for the attacks by National 
Socialists last Monday which re- 
sulted in the death of the Com- 
munist leader and another man in 
the party councils. They fired a 
volley into a Nazi meeting, killing 
one. Four were stabbed or shot 
during the riot which followed. 

A Socialist laborer, father of 10 
children, was killed at Zweibrueck- 
en when a squad of Nazis leaped 
on a group of pedestrians, some of 
whom had been taunting them. 
The Nazis beat the crowd with 
clubs, spades and stones. 

A Reichsbannerman was shot 
dead by Nazis at Olendorf. 

Police arrested 200 armed Nazi 
storm troops at Frensheim after 
breaking up a disturbanee. 
Windows of the Hungarian con- 
sulate at Frankfurt-Am-Main were 
emashed by Communists. 

The Reichsbanner auditorium at 


a hand grenade tossed by a motor- 
ist. At Goldberg the home of a 
county Judge was riddled with bul- 
lets. Bottles of hydrochloric acid 
were hurled at the residences’ of 
three municipal officers at Marien- 
burg. Fights occurred between 
Communists and Nazis at Nurem- 
berg, Zirndorf, Schwerin and Mem- 
mingen. In each case several per- 
sons were wounded. 

The Nazi organ, Voelkischer 
Beobachter, blamed such outbursts 
on the Government, which, it de- 
claped, had proved itself unable to 
protect Hitlerites against Commun- 
ist terrorism.

The request to join said individ 4 
ual -tariffs, reparations and debta# 
would not be on the agenda. It 
specified that general tariff policy

For Utility Rate Reductions. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Northwestern Business Associa- 

tion, at its regular meeting, June 13, 
adopted resolutions requesting the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission for a 
30 per cent reduction in rates of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co., Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. and Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. 

It also requested City Counselor 
Muench to file an action for a 30 per 
cent reduction in rates against the afore- 
said companies. 

In response to oum request, the com- 
mission is reviewing the Laclede rates, 
to see if a further reduction can be 
made. It speaks of a $350,000 reduction 
in the rates of the. Union Electric, but 
the small consumer received no benefit 
from said reduction. 

A reply from Mr. Muench stated rate 
cases involving the charges of Laclede 
and Union Electric have been pending 
four years, and they are now awaiting 
a report. During one of the worst pan- 
ies this city has ever endured, the only 
authorities the people can go to for re- 
lief from these excessive charges are 
merely watchfully waiting. 5 

Just why it should require more than 
four years to settle rate cases in Mis- 
souri, and only a little more than’ one 
year in the State of Kansas, is more 
than we can understand. It took the 
Kansas Public Service Commission a 
little more than one year to investigate 
rates and issue an order for a reduction 
in gas rates of the Cities Service Gas 
Co. from 39.5 cents per thousand cubic 
feet to 29.5 cents. 

How the present utility rates in this 
city can be maintained even by law, in 
the face of the depreciation of commod- 
ity values, reduced payrolis, the abso- 
lute loss of loan values of the holdings 
of merchants and home owners, we do 
not know. We know the excuse claimed 
by the utilities for past increases in 
rates was the replacement values of their 
holding. 

At our regular meeting. July 11, reso- 
lutions were adopted requesting the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission and Mr. 
Muench for a reduction in fares of the 
Public Service Co. and the Peoples Mo- 
ter Bus Co., said fares to be 5 cents per 
adult passenger and 2% cents for chil- 
dren under 12 years, with universal 
Said reduction to 
be based upon the replacement value of 
their holdings of this date. 

These twogtransportation companies 
have reduced the number of vehicles 
Operated, cut wages and they operate 
one-man cars and busses. The Public 
Service Co. has disposed of its power 
houses valued at $3,000,000 by the com- 
mission for rate-making purposes, aban-

And 
though the news is reticent, we know, intuitively, 
that she Is divinely tall and most divinely fair. We 
know abbut the blue of her eyes and the gold in her 
hair.

A good many harsh things, all deserved, have 
been said about our Hawley-Smoot tariff law, but it 
remained for Pierre Lyautey, French economist and 
journalist, to put the brand of Cain upon it. Speak- 
ing at the Williamstown Institute of Politics, he 
indicted that law as “the prineipal cause of the eco- 
nomic crisis.” And contrary to the Hoover adminis- 
tration’s theory of the depression, that our industrial 
disaster was the result of European eonditions over 
which we had no control, the Frenchman held that 
the debacle spread from America to Europe. 

Whoever is speaking, it is probably a case of the 
pot calling the kettle black. Certainly the Hawley- 
Smoot tarfff is among the seven blunders of the 
world, but if it never had been enacted the world, 
economically, waa riding for a fall. The Hawley- 
Smoot law apparently was just the hurdle needed 
to make the spill a colossal smash. But Europe had

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ST; LOUIS* BIG TREE. 

Something which very few residents of this city 
know is that one of the largest sequoia, or redwood 
trees, in the Yosemite National Park is named the 
St. Louis. A new and handsome publication of the 
Stanford University Press entitled “Trees of Yosem- 
ite” contains its exact measurements. Two hundred 
and seventy-seven feet tall, the St. Louis is the third 
highest in the Mariposa Grove. Only the Clothespin 
and the Columbia, 293 and 290 feet, respectively, lift 
their woody cones and bluish-green foliage higher 
into the heavens. At its base this giant conifer is 
25 feet through; 10 feet above the ground it is 16 
feet.

ALVIN COOLIDGE demonstrates in an 

article in Collier’s how, as President, 
he contributed so manfully to the present 
unpleasantness.

In Soviet Russia proper newspa- 

pers are published in 41 languages; 

in the Ukraine in seven languages; 

White Russia, five; Transcaucasia, 

eight, and in Uzbekistan and Turk- 

menistan, in three different lan- 
guages each. 

Many Specialized Papers. 
“In addition to the newspapers 
of general circulation,” Freeman 
says, “there is an extensive press 
published by the trade unions, the 
co-operatives, the army, the col- 
lective farms and by various fac- 
tories and shops. By 1925 the trade 
unions published 22 newspapers, of 
which six were dailies, and 383 
magazines. g 
„Apart from the regular trade 
union publications, there are in the 
Soviet Union thousands of ‘wall 
newspapers’ posted in the enter- 
prises. Workers and peasants con- 
tribute to these wall newspapers 
articles dealing with their living 
and working conditions. 

“By 1931 there were throughout 

the country 1600 factory newspa- 

pers, with a circulation of about 

2,000,000; 1800 provincial newspa- 

pers, 250,000 wall newspapers and 

about 600 state and collective farm 
newspapers.“ 

Not only has newspaper circula- 

tion increased, but book publishing 

has leaped ahead. In 1914, 130,- 

000,000 copies of books were pub- 

lished; in 1931, a total of 800,000,- 

600. 

During 1929 the Soviet published 

over 40,000 different titles, an in- 

crease of 600 per cent over 1920. 

This is compared with Germany, 

which in 1929 published 27,009 

titles; Great Britain, which pub- 

lished 14,000, and the United States 

with 106,000. 

“Mass Book” Is Big Item. 

The largest item in publishing is 
the so-called “mass book,” which 
constitutes about 75 per cent of the 
books published. It includes books, 
booklets and pamphlets on social, 
political and other subjects which 
are generally of an informative and 
instructive nature. 

During the first half of 1930 the 

state publishing house published 

more than 100 books explaining the 

five-year plan, of which 15,000,090 

copies were distributed. To make 

books accessible to the workers, 

many editions are sold at about 25 

cents each. 

Similarly, in the movies there has 

been great expansion. There are 

now some 9600 movie centers. 

Throughout the Soviet Union there 

were in 1930 some 590,000 musical 

and theatrical performers, chiefly 

for workers and peasants, and a 

majority of them were presented 

by amateurs. 

In 1931 there were almost 1,500,- 

000 radio receiving sets in the 

Soviet, and 55 broadcasting sta- 

tions. Radio programs are trans- 

mitted in about 50 languages.
